Pioneer Water 
Company Seeks 
Success Storage 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 4 — Direc- 
tors of the Pioneer Water company 
have started negotiations with the 
U.S. bureau of reclamation to se- 
cure water storage space back of 
Success dam during the 1961 run- 
off season. 


Al Hilton, president of the com- 
pany, reported at a meeting of di- 
rectors Monday that it appears a 
one-year arrangement can be work- 
ed out for 1961. 


He said that cost of storage 
space has not been determined as 
yet and probably will not be until 
the dam is completed and the 
Army engineers compile final cost 
figure. However, $1.50 per acre 
foot, more or less, is a ‘‘talking”’ 
figure. 

Hilton said that with water stor- 
age space back of the dam, flow of

IS THE "HIGHWAY CRUISER" A HOUSE? 
STATE SAYS IT IS BUT CASE IN COURT 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 4—-Wheth- 
er or not the “‘sportscab”’ that fits 
on the back of pickups is techni- 
cally a vehicle for human habita- 
tion, or whether it isn’t, is involv- 
ed in a court case filed by Donald 
Conley, who manufactures the 
“Highway Cruiser’ cab at his 
plant south of Porterville for dis- 
tribution to Ford and Chevrolet 
dealers. 

Under provisions of a new sec- 
tion of the state health and safety 
code that became effective last 


September, the state division of 
housing maintains that the cabs 
constitute vehicles for human hab- 
itation, and, as a result, are de- 
manding a $2.00 ‘‘inspection” fee 
on each unit, although the inspec- 
tion consists only of approving 
construction plans, then granting 
authority to put the official stamp 
on each unit. 

The state regulation defines a 
camp car as a vehicle designed for 
human habitation, which contains

Again Brings Up Possibility Of 
Opening Haughton Cave For Tourists) DOME AREA 


SPRINGVILLE, Aug. 4 — With development of the Balch park 
and Mountain home areas taking on new impetus, the question again 
comes up as to whether or not the:opening of Haughton's cave near 
Balch park as a tourist attraction is feasible. 

Certainly, the interior of the cave has spectacular beauty, but at 
present getting in and out is a tough job. Before it could be opened 
for tourists, it is likely that a new entrance would have to be made: 

At any rate, Floyd L. Otter, manager of the Mountain. Home 
State forest, who has done considerable historical research on the area, 
has written an article on Edward W. Haughton, after whom the cave 
was named, in the current issue of Los Tulares, quarterly bulletin of the 


Tulare County Historical society.

HAUGHTON 
STORY TOLD 
BY HISTORIAN 


Forest in March, 1960 Issue 
of Los Tulares 


Edward W. Haughton did not 
get around very much socially, but 
he did get around in the woods. 
And one day, probably while look- 
ing for a good piece of redwood 
timberland, he found a big lime- 
stone cave in a sharp little gorge 
at the foot of a high cliff. He al- 
most failed to come back from that 
trip and people remembered the 
story he told so well that they 
called the cave Haughton’s Cave. 

Haughton’s story, as remember- 
ed by Elster, is that he went down 
into the cave (it can be entered 
only by an almost vertical shaft) 
with only pitch-wood torches for 
light. Between the smoke of the 
torch which almost suffocated him 
and the darkness without it he 
felt fortunate to get out alive. 
This was some time before 1884, 
because the Official Tulare County 
Map of that year shows the cave 
with Haughton’s name. The loca- 
tion shown is about three-fourths 
mile southeast of the actual loca- 
tion as known today. It is barely 
possible that he found an entrance 
not known now. In the nineties, 
when tourists began to flock to 
Mountain Home, this cave was 
given quite a bit of publicity and 
Jesse Hoskins regularly took peo- 
ple down into it by means of fir- 
tree ladders made by cutting trees 
and leaving the branches “trim- 
med long” for steps. 

Haughton was a bachelor and 
he was English. He seems to have 
pronounced his name ‘‘Horton’’. 
He settled on what is now known 
as the Bear Creek Ranch in Sec- 
tion 9, probably before the road 
was built-in 1884. By the end of 
that year he had also acquired, 
probably as a “timber and stone 
claim”, the east quarter of Section 
35 including the sites of Frasier’s 
Mill and Coburn’s “upper mill” on 
the Coburn Fork of Bear Creek in 
the Mountain Home area. 

He is said to have been a friend 
of Frank Knowles, but not of his 
other neighbor, John Gaffney, 
who, with his sister Ann, ran the 
half-way house or hotel at Ranch- 
eria. This is not surprising since 
John was as Irish as Haughton 
was English. And Gaffney’s hogs 
coming the three miles up the road 
and getting into Haughton’s gar- 
den didn’t help neighborly rela- 
tions. Haughton used to shoot the 
hogs. Mrs. Ola Hobbs tells the 
story that one day along about 
1903, Avon Coburn found that 
Haughton had died at his well-

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ROBERT CARLE 
DESCRIBES 
CAVE INTERIOR 


PORTERVILLE, Aug. 4—It was 
almost 25 years ago that a group 
of Porterville students, accom- 
panied by Elmer J. Hubbell, then 
a high school and college instruc- 
tor, entered and explored Haugh- 
ton’s cave near Balch park. 


In the party with Hubbell were: 
Bill Richardson, Robert L. Carle, 
Donald Tappe, Page Smith and 
Bill Battles. 


In writing of their experiences 
and describing the interior of the 
cave, Carle stated that entrance 
to the cave was small, only about 
three feet high, and before enter- 
ing it was necessary to dam up a 
small stream that ran into the 
cave, 


“This done, we picked up our 
ropes and lights and crawled down 
into the cave,” Carle wrote. ‘For 
about 40 feet the tunnel remained 
low and small, then terminated in 
a small, vertical shaft leading 
downward a. few feet. 

“We entered this hole, feet first, 
then crawled through a small, 
rough tunnel which led out from 
the hole a short distance. At the 
end of this passage, we had about 
an eight-foot drop to make into a 
fair-sized room. At one side of 
this room lay a half-buried, red- 
wood tree trunk, relic of some re- 
mote time when the entrance to 
the cave was much larger. 

“From this room we had to 
crawl down about 50 or 60 feet. 
The drop was not straight down, 
but like a spiral staircase, which 
was so rough that it made the go- 
ing very laborious . .. At the bot- 
tom of the descent we came into a 
much larger room. 

“From this chamber we fol- 
lowed a winding, sharply descend- 
ing passage, the floor of which 
was covered with a loose litter of 
angular rocks and stones. The 
rocks ‘were not rounded, as one 
might expect in a stream bed. 

“The walls of the tunnel were 
composed of fine grained lime- 
stone, verging onto marble, and of 
travertine, which has been de- 
posited in very strange and gro- 
tesque forms. 

“In places, the travertine re- 
sembled a draping of heavy, cream- 
colored velvet. The winding pas- 
sage was not very long, but ter- 
minated suddenly in a perpendicu- 
lar shaft. It was not exactly a 
shaft, but rather the top of a high 
room that broadened out near the 
floor. 

“We were not able to tell the 
distance to the floor, as our posi- 
tion was too awkward to allow us 
to use our lights. We pushed a 
few rocks over the edge and listen-

FOR TEA POT 


_TEA POT DOME, Aug. 4—First 
water is being delivered today 
through the new Tea Pot Dome dis- 
trict system to farmers in the area, 
with delivery coming “none too 
soon" since wells in the district 
have dropped rapidly this summer. 

Orders for water have been tak- 
en for the past several days by 
Marjorie Meier, district secretary; 
and first water was pumped yes- 
terday through the new line from 
the Friant Kern canal, west of the 
district, into the reservoir near the 
Tea Pot Dome service station, 
from where it is distributed into 
district lines. 

Actually, the system that is now 
under construction has been suf- 
ficiently completed to deliver wa- 
ter only to the area west of the 
Southern Pacific railroad. 

It is possible that water will be 
delivered into the area east of the 
tracks some time in the early fall. 


Prospects Fair; 
Fire Hazard High 
For Deer Opening 


SACRAMENTO, Aug. 4—Hunt- 
er prospects willbe fair for open- 
ing weekend of the early deer sea- 
son in California, but they will be 
complicated by access problems 
and a high fire hazard through 


most of the area which ranges 
from southern Humboldt county 
to northern San Diego. 


The season opens Saturday, Aug. 
6, in most counties of the coastal 
area and in some contiguous in- 
land counties. Bag limit is two 
bucks per season. 


In a county-by-county report 
compiled by wardens and game 
managers, the Department of Fish 
and Game announced fire hazards 
generally will range from high to 
extreme.

ed to them boom and reverberate 

on the way down. By the noise 

that ‘was made, the depth seemed 

very great. 

“After some deliberation, Mr. 
Hubbell took one of the ropes and 
fastened it around a projecting 
piece of rock, then he selected one 
of the lightest boys, Bill Richard- 
son, and tied another rope around 
his chest. Bill was then lowered 
over the edge by the rope held by 
Mr. Hubbell, but at the same time 
he held onto: the rope fastened 
above... 


“The drop into this room was 
between 50 and 60 feet ... The 
rest of us were let down just as 
Bill had been; Mr. Hubbell de- 
scended hand over hand down the 
fixed rope. 


After describing further prog- 
ress, Carle said, “a few minutes 
descent along a torturous passage 
brought us suddenly into a great 
cavern. 

“It is hard to describe my feel- 
ings when I entered that cavern. 
Incredulity and amazement, at 
first, then awe at the great black 
emptiness that surrounded us. We 
were all very much elated at find- 
ing such a vast chamber in the 
heart of a mountain. The floor of 
the cavern sloped steeply away 
from the tunnel through which we 
had come. 

“On the floor were great piles 
of dirt that had evidently fallen 
from the ceiling. Hugh boulders 
of travertine were scattered every- 
where. Our lights made but feeble 
illumination in the emptiness of 
the room. 

“We estimated that the roof of 
the cavern was between 300 and 
4150 ‘feet from the floor, and in the 
lower end of the cavern, perhaps 
as much as 500 feet. 

“The width of the cave was be- 
tween 100 and 150 feet; we did 
not go all the way to the back, 
so we are not certain how long it 
was, however it must have been 
at least 500 feet. 

“At the lower end of the cavern 
were many beautiful travertine 
formations. In one place, the trav- 
ertine, white and sparkling as 
snow, seemed to flow in graceful, 
rounded mounds, resembling a 
miniature Niagara. In others, the 
travertine resembled the old - fa- 
shioned molasses candy, placed in 
thin, parallel sheets, which rang 
like a bell when snapped with the 
fingernail. 

“There were many groups of 
small stalactites, peculiar in that 
they were often hollow. Further 
up in the cavern were large stal- 
agmites. 

“After partially exploring this 
cavern, we had to begin our ted- 
ious journey toward the surface. 
We were all quite cold by this

“Our return journey was much 
slower than the journey down. 
Mr. Hubbell climbed up by means 
of the.rope we had left, then he 
would hau! us up, one at a time... 
Our fingers were so numb with 
cold. that grasping the rope was 
‘well nigh impossible. But after 
several hours we finally reached 
the surface. We had spent nearly 
seven hours in the cave and most 
of the time was employed in as- 
cending and descending.” 

In recalling the trip, Hubbell 
stated that at a low level of the 
cave, the party found an old lan- 
tern, and Richardson said there 
were bats in the cave. Both be- 
lieve commercial development of 
the cave would be difficult, since 
the cavern is vertical rather than 
horizontal. A great amount of 
work would be necessary, it ap-,; 
peared, to drive a tunnel into the| 
large cave space.

Quantitatively (says this re- 


port) the problem is: organize a 
target quota of 150,000 agricul- 
tural workers in California; sim- 
ultaneously, or in sequence, begin 
organizing the whole farm worker 
group; stay with the job till it is 
done. 

Qualitatively, the problem is not 
even simply stated. An examina- 
tion of the opposing forces shows 
that agriculture has no central 
nervous system, no “jugular vein.” 

Our principal ‘‘enemy” is a 
straw-man, an image. This im- 
age is the commonly accepted pic- 
ture of agriculture as being made 
of the sturdy yeoman, the solid, 
earthy American family farmer. 
This family farmer has all the 
virtues we know: country life is 
clean, it builds healthy bodies and 
healthy minds. Presidents, poten- 
tates, and rulers of the earth have 
risen from the handles of the 
plow. 

This image of the family-farmer 
has cloaked the transformation of 
family - farmer agriculture into 
agri-business. Agriculture became 
corporate agri-business with effi- 
cient machines, automation, finan- 
cial combination, and interlock- 
ing, dehumanized and depersonal- 
ized production, shares, stock, and 
stock earning, and professional 
managerial and technical staffs. 

The warm, earthy picture of 
family -farming has marked the 
transformation of agriculture into 
agri-business, America’s largest 
industry, without the accompani- 
ment or creation of one single new 
law to control it. Agri-business 
is free to recruit and use semi-slave 
labor, free to maintain and use 
wage-breakers and _ strike-break- 
ers, free to operate without mini- 
mum wages, maximum hours, un- 
employment insurance and any of 
the social, ethical and financial 
controls society imposes on the 
rest of the industrial community. 
In so doing, it received, and still 
receives, federal and state aid. 

The organizing effort (organ- 
izing of agricultural workers) has 
as a major task, if it is to succeed, 
the destruction of this false im- 
age of family-farmerism, and the 
identification of agri-business for 
what it is: ruthless, cold-blooded 
big business exploitation of people 
and the land. 

The question is raised, and must 
be answered: how do you destroy 
that false image? Is this image 
as important as you gay it is? 

The answers to question 2 lie 
in Governor Brown’s report on 
who torpedoed his program in the

TWO WEEKS ago we said that 
we hoped the Republicans, when 
they adopted their platform at 
their national convention, did not 
try to out Democrat the Democrats 
with promises to do everything for 
everyone. 

WITH THE Republican plat- 
form now “on the record”, it is 
clear that they did not do this, 
however, they came closer to the 
Democrat platform ideas than to 
the ideas that would have been 
expressed if the platform had been 
written by the conservative ele- 
ment of the party. (It is obvious 
that this conservative Republican 
element does not differ much in 
its basic thinking from the con- 
servative element of the Democrat 
party.) 

CENTRAL THEME of the Re- 
publican platform is that private 
enterprise should be allowed to 
take care of the economic and 
business development of the na- 
tion; that the federal govern- 
ment’s job is to create an atmos- 
phere favorable to economic 
growth. The Democrats’ philos- 
ophy is that the federal govern- 
ment should move in with spend- 
ing programs to create economic 
development. (This is a really 
basic point of difference.) 

ALONG WITH this, Republicans 
favored a tight rein, through the 
federal reserve board, on money 
and credit in order to maintain a 
sound dollar through control of 
infletion and deflation; the Demo- 
crats favor a looser money policy. 
And it is evident that the Repub- 
licans see the necessity of “living 
within our means”, the necessity 
of a balanced budget; the Demo- 
crats also favor a balanced budget 
unless it becomes more expedient 
to unbalance the budget through 
federal spending. 

A GOOD example of the differ- 
ence in party philosophies can be 
seen in the housing plank of the 
two platforms. Say the Republi- 
cans: government should provide 


an economic climate to encourage |% 


private enterprise to build more 
homes, with program to encourage 
flow of mortgage credit into pri- 
vate housing, and with emphasis 
on homes for middle and lower in- 
come families. Say the Democrats: 
Provide 2,000,000 middle and low 
income homes annually by offer- 
ing federal credit at low interest, 
‘with loans repayable over a long 
period of time, and with low down 
payments. 

AS FOR agriculture, both par- 
ties favor building a stategic food 
reserve for an emergency; both 
favor distribution of surplus food 
to needy nations. But, the Repub- 
licans favor a land retirement pro- 
gram to end overproduction and to 
raise farm prices in the market 
place, with a minimum of federal 
control of farmers. The Demo- 
ecrats favor bigger price support 
programs with production controls. 
(There will no doubt be consider- 
able spelling out of farm policies 
as the presidential campaign pro- 
gresses. ) 

REPUBLICANS FAVOR medical 
care for the aged through private 
health insurance programs for 
those who can afford them, fed- 
erally aided state programs for 
those who cannot. The Democrats 
would tie medical care for the 
aged into the social security pro- 
gram. 

BOTH PARTIES have “strong” 
civil rights platform planks. The 
Democrats say that schools should 
have three years to work out an 
integration plan; the Republicans 
reject this and say act now. The 
Democrats want a federal FEPC; 
the Republicans favor a commis- 
sion on equal job opportunity. 
(All of which leaves the South no

“What price water?” is a twist 
of ‘“‘What Price Glory?’’, the title 
of the famous play and movie 
about World War I. But it is also 
a very serious problem to all of us 
here in California, a problem 
which will plague state govern- 
ment and many local water agen- 
cies for months to come. Price is 
a basic factor involved in the 
drafting of contracts to supply wa- 
ter from the statewide water proj- 
ect to local agencies which can 
connect with its aqueducts. 

A recent two-day hearing on 
water contracts held by the As- 
sembly interim committee on wa- 
ter demonstrated unmistakably 
that the water topic still boils 
with controversy. Three differ- 
ent drafts of proposed contracts 
brought quite mixed reactions 
from committee members and rep- 
resentatives of interested groups. 

Before these proposals were re- 
viewed, the committee was remind- 
ed that under the terms of the wa- 
ter project law enacted in 1959, 
the Legislature is specifically au- 
thorized to prescribe terms and 
conditions for water contracts. 
Furthermore, the act provides that 
each contract is entered into for 
the direct benefit of the bond 
holders and that revenues derived 


Sifrom fulfillment of contracts are 


pledged to purposes stated in the 
law. 

It was said that the drafts pre- 
sented are the first comprehensive 
efforts to put words on paper to 
spell out agreements and commit- 
ments involved in the complex re- 
lations between the state, as build- 
er and operator of the project, and 
local agency purchasing water. 
Therefore they cannot be regard- 
ed as final, nor necessarily satis- 
factory to all water agencies who 
might be involved. As drafts, they 
were submitted to the committee 
primarily to give it, the water 
agencies, and the general public 
an idea of progress on contracts 
to date, and of some of the prob- 
lems involved. Actual contract 
negotiation is an administrative, 
not a legislative responsibility, it 
was pointed out.

First to review its draft con- 
tract was the metropolitan water 
district of southern California. 
The district urged signing of a 
contract before the November elec- 
tion, at which the $1.75 billion 
water bond issue will be voted on. 
Its draft called for a delivery of a 
firm 1.5 million acre feet per year 
at a fixed price, with permission 
to draw more if available. It 
would provide that no bonds be 
sold until contracts are made un- 
der which 75 percent of the capi- 
tal cost of the projects would be 
repaid. 

Spokesmen for the state depart- 
ment of water resources differed 
‘about the status of its draft. One 
referred to it as a “staff document 
only.” Another said it is a ‘‘com- 
plete document”’, needing only fill- 
ing in of blanks, and signatures to 
become effective. It provides for 
allocation of water available, acre- 
age limitations based on price, the 
extent of state obligations under 
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contracts, and for the time and 
method of repaying capital costs. 

The draft contract submitted by 
the south bay aqueduct counties, 
Alameda, Contra Costa and Santa 
Clara, would provide for an an- 
nual lump sum payment by each 
to apply against the cost of distri- 
bution, for a fixed price per acre 
foot for water delivered to a coun- 
ty, and for the raising of any ad- 
ditional funds needed by a prop- 
erty tax in the area directly bene- 
fited. 

Spokesmen for the southern wa- 
ter district vigorously attacked 
the proposed state contract. They 
objected to absence of firm guar- 
antees for continuous delivery of 
water, to pricing the water on a 
quantity basis for cost of develop- 
ment, and to higher prices for wa- 
ter delivered to owners of more 
than 160 acres of land. One said 
the state’s proposal would cost the 
south $70 to $80 million more per 
year.

VISALIA, Aug. 4 — A 40-acre 
experimental project growing saf- 
flower, an oil crop, will be shown 
at a field meeting at 9:00 a.m. 
today. This evtensive trial is lo- 
cated on the McCarthy Brothers 
ranch, three miles west of Tipton 
on Avenue 152. 

Safflower oil is of high value in 
the paint and varnish industry 
and more recently has gained pop- 
ular recognition as an edible oil 
for health reasons. These factors 
make the future of this crop look 
promising. The first year yields 
of this crop look good; the cost of 
production is slightly higher than 
growing grain crops in Tulare 
county. 

Until recently this crop was not 
under irrigated conditions because 
of its high degree of susceptibility 
to root-rot. With the introduction

VISALIA, Aug. 4 — Damaging 
populations of Yellow-Striped Ar- 
myworms and Spotted Alfalfa 
Aphid are occurring in alfalfa 
fields simultaneously. Control of 
these pests with a single applica- 
tion of one insecticide is recom- 
mended. 

When the armyworms are the 
major insect to be controlled, Dy- 
lox at the rate of eight ozs. per 
acre of the active ingredient is 
recommended. The waiting period 
between application and cutting 
is 14 days.

LOS ANGELES, July 4 — The 
board of directors of Sunkist Grow- 
ers has voted unanimously to op- 
pose Proposition 15, the measure 
to reapportion the membership of 
the California Senate on the No- 
vember ballot. 

California, as is the case with 
most states, pattern its legislative 
elections after the Federal system 
whereby the lower house or As- 
sembly is chosen on the basis of 
population and the upper house 
or Senate on a geographic basis, it 
is pointed out. 

“Proposition 15 would reappor- 
tion the State Senate on neither 
basis but instead would create a 
completely arbitrary and divisive 
line, cutting California in two at 
a permanent and artificial point, 
north and south of which 20 State 
Senators would be chosen,” F. R. 
Wilcox, Sunkist general manager. 
said. 

“Our board of directors has re- 
jected this concept in favor of re- 
tention of the traditional method 
of electing Senators and Assembly- 
men, and has instructed Sunkist 
management to work with other 
phases of agriculture and business 
which have also gone on record as 
opposing Proposition 15.”

the major insect to control and the 
armyworms are small, Malathion 
at the rate of 20 ozs. of active ma- 
terial can be used. Also, when 
there is not enough time to use 
Dylox because of the 14-day wait- 
ing period, Malathion may be sub- 
stituted. Dylox gives better worm 
control than Malathion. Dylox, 
not ordinarily recommended for 
aphid control, should knock down 
the population to the point where 
natural enemies will take over and 
keep the aphids under control. 

The Yellow-Striped Armyworm 
population will probably begin to 
decline within two weeks. How- 
ever, it is possible to have the 
third brood; and growers are urg- 
ed to watch their fields carefully 
for a new infestation.

SECOND CASE 
OF BAT RABIES 
IS CONFIRMED 


VISALIA, Aug. 4 — A second 
case of bat rabies this year has 
been discovered in Tulare county, 
announces George Cox, health de- 
partment director of sanitation. 
Mrs. Oral Gannaway of 33605 
Road 222 near Woodlake recently 
found the bat fighting with the 
family dog and cats, a most pecu- 
liar way for a bat to act. 


Kenneth Jernigan, director of 
the local public health laboratory, 
examined the brain of the bat and 
under microscope found the typi- 
cal negri bodies of rabies. These 
were confirmed by the State 
Health Department Laboratory in 
Berkeley and the Gannaways auth- 
orized the local healht department 
to dispose of their bitten animals. 

No humans were involved in 
this case but last April an 8 year 
old boy in Porterville was bitten 
by a bat and had to have the Pas- 
teur treatment to protect against 
rabies. 

Rabies can best be prevented, 
reports the health department, by 
immunizing the animal most like- 
ly to transmit it to humans, the 
pet dog. 

Under State law, Tulare county 
will now be declared a’ Rabies 
area. All pet dogs over four 
months of age will have to be vac- 
cinated against rabies. Last day 
of vaccination and licensing for 
year 1960-61 is August 31st. Af- 
ter that there is an additional 
$1.00 penalty. In view of these 
two recent cases of bat rabies, all 
Tulare county dog owners are ad- 
vised to have their pet vaccinated. 
This can be done by any veterinar- 
ian.
